attendance were Selectman Barry Denham, Selectman Ray 
Andrews, and Executive Secretary Carol Adams. 

After approving the minutes of the March 21 
meeting, the board met with Fire Chief Ronald Scott and 
Deputy Fire Chief Walter Morgardo in regards to a $100 
million grant funded offered by the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA) and the U.S. Fire 
Administration for which the Mattapoisett Fire 
Department would like to apply. Chief Scott explained 
that the grant is nationwide, and that it is open for all fire 
departments to apply. A department would be eligible for 
up to $750,000 for additional equipment, repairs, 
renovations, or training with their town matching 10 
percent of such items. There are seven categories of 
improvements within the grant, and each department can 
choose any two to apply for. 

Chief Scott felt as though communication 
equipment for the Fire Station and Police Department 
would be the wisest way to utilize such funds. Receivers 
cost approximately $25,000 each with an additional cost of 
$3,000 each for installation. That would be a cost of 
$56,000 for receivers in each department. Chief Scott also 
felt that the possibility of using such funding could go 
towards the implementation of new fire alarm systems in 
Old Hammondtown and Center Schools. 

Selectman Andrews added that the integration of 
new alarm systems within Old Hammondtown will need 
to completed by December 2002 and by June 2004 in 
Center School.

The notion of the town attaining a new Rescue 
truck is also appealing — though quite expensive. A new 
rescue truck fully-equipped with an on board generator, a 
lighting system and other necessary equipment, would 
cost $350,000. This would mean that the town would have 
to match 10 percent of that amount, or $35,000 of the cost 
for such a truck. The need for such a truck is there, 
however, as the town has never purchased a new one — it 
has always "built one up" from other vehicles. 

Chief Scott will be attending a seminar to learn 
the intricacies of writing such a grant. The grant is 
available for submittal on May 1, it is due on June 1, and it 
will be awarded on June 30. The window of opportunity 
is small, therefore, the Chief, his department, as well as

"As you recall, the disk filter project was bid in 
the fall and contract was awarded in the middle of 
January," Ms. Beardsley said. "We've been staying on top 
of them with project meetings. At this point, (the 
contractors are) saying we'll meet the schedule, and on- 
site work begins April 2. The filters will help the plant be 
in compliance with state requirements." 

Ms. Beardsley is also anxious to get the plan 
submitted to the Department of Environmental Protection 
(DEP) so they have something "on file" from Marion to 
consult. 

"Fm more concerned about the town having 
submitted the plan to (DEP), than us getting it back from 
them," she said. "There are still those other compliance 
issues to deal with. Even though the plan won't commit to 
a certain date, it's important to know that we've identified 
the technology in place ... and are working toward a 
solution." 

Among some of the key long-term concerns: 
meeting the town's increasing flow capacity and treating 
this increase through the system. 

"We're getting a lot more flow into the plant," she 
said. "We also did a new evaluation of the infiltration and 
in-flow at the plant. I don't know of another system which 
has as much inflow ... it has a big implication when that 
much of the system capacity is coming in. We've 
contemplated whether sewer extensions are needed."

One potential upgrade to meet the town's 
increasing flow capacity would be a technology called 
"Sequence Balancing Reactors" with an estimated price 
tag of $10 million. 

"We've been looking at the costs and trying to see 
if we can bring that down a bit," she said. "As far as when 
you have to do that ... we're not sure yet." 

Ms. Beardsley said the town has done well in 
identifying three priority problem areas and working to 
rectify them. 

"In the early 1990s the work had focused on three 
areas in town that needed something extra: South 
Converse Road, Dexter Beach, and the Berry Patch area," 
she said. "We've been spending time since last summer 
going through various scenarios trying to determine what 
is most cost-effective. We've sifted that down to three 
scenarios: 1) no more expansion or growth of system; 2) 
serve those three areas, but don't allow any connections 
outside those areas; or 3) serve these three areas, but serve 
only existing lots, so any future subdivisions may not be 
able to connect. Those are the three scenarios we've laid 
out. That allows us to come up with some ideas for future 
flow needs." 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to adjourn for the 
evening.

FERRETS 

I am thinking about getting a pet ferret. Will a ferret get 
along with my child and dog? 
Ferrets and dogs usually get along fine. Ferrets 
should not be left alone with small children as these 
animals seem to be attracted to fats in kid's skin and 
may bite. 

Do ferrets require special care? 

A home must be "ferret proofed" to avoid escape and 
ingestion of rubber and plastic items. Ferrets should 
eat ferret food or a premium quality dry kitten food. 

What routine veterinary care do ferrets require? 
Ferrets are very susceptable to canine distemper and 
require annual vaccinations for this disease as well as 
for rabies. Ferrets older than 3 years old frequently 
develop cancer of the adrenal glands, pancreas and 
lymphatic system.

Enemy at the Gates. Starring Jude Law, Joseph 
Fiennes, and Ed Harris. Directed by Jean-Jacques 
Annaud. Running time: 131 minutes. MP AA rating: 
R. At Cinema 12 at the North Dartmouth Mall. 

In Enemy at the Gates, the murky and florid new war drama, 
Ed Harris plays a revered Nazi sniper named Major Konig; take 
the "i" out of that name and you have a Dr. Strangelove character. 
Konig has been written as a gentleman assassin, the sort of 
aristocratic butcher who doesTiis job professionally, without 
much zeal. Damned if Ed Harris doesn't find the soft spots in this 
guy, though. He makes Konig both iconic and human, an officer 
without much emotional loyalty to the Third Reich. Since Harris' 
scenes are the only ones that stand out in any way, his laconically 
charismatic performance muddies the waters considerably. He 
has the aura and presence of a hero, a great man, yet he's not 
playing one (much like his star turn in 1987's Walker, still for me 
Harris' best and scariest work). 

No, the great man in Enemy at the Gates is supposed to be 
Russian sharpshooter Vassili Zaitsev, whose skill with a rifle 

fives the dog-tired Soviet army a lift in spirits after getting their 
ehinds kicked by the Nazis. The hometown papers exalt Vassili 
as a hero, a label he resists; "I can't carry it any more," he 
eventually says, referring to the media-manufactured mantle of 
greatness. Jude Law, who plays Vassili with none of the wit and 
suavity he's shown in films ranging from Gattaca to eXistenZ to 
The Talented Mr. Ripley, could have been saying the same thing. 
Vassili' s friend Danilov (Joseph Fiennes), an officer who cranks 
out Soviet propaganda talking up Vassili's acumen, performs 
roughly the same function as the movie itself, which introduces 
us to Vassili as a boy taking aim at a wolf. 

Director Jean-Jacques Annaud, having gotten himself in 
over his head with 1997's Seven Years in Tibet (wherein Brad Pitt 
was a Nazi soldier who met the young Dalai Lama and learned to, 
like, chill out and be nice), tries to structure Enemy as a wartime 
drama far removed from all that troublesome ideology. For most 
of the film, you forget — as you're probably meant to — that this 
is a conflict between Stalinism and Nazism. Here it's simply two 

fuys who are really good at what they do, waiting for chances to 
low each other away. Indeed, since the Russians are all played 
by Brits — including Vassili's sweetheart (Rachel Weisz) and 




even old Nikita Khrushchev (Bob Hoskins, acting like he needs a 
good strong pint) — and the major Nazi is played by an American, 
the uninitiated might assume the movie is a weird amalgam of 
World War II and the Revolutionary War. 

Annaud, like Ridley Scott before him {Gladiator), should bow 
in the general direction of Steven Spielberg and give thanks that 
Saving Private Ryan made it okay to show lots of guys getting their 
brainpans sprayed all over the mud and still get an R rating, as 
long as the carnage is in service of the Serious Theme that war is 
hell. There's one nice touch that suggests the ruthless economy of 
war, when the Russian soldiers are allotted only one rifle per 
every two men, and when an armed man falls, the unarmed 
soldier trailing him is expected to pick up the weapon. Vassili, of 
course, is stuck without a rifle and has trouble getting ahold of 
one. It feels like a synthetic movie detail: jeez, give this guy a 
weapon, don't you know he's the hero? 

A lot else in Enemy at the Gates feels synthetic, too. Poor 
Rachel Weisz is in the movie to prove that Vassili is heterosexual 
(she needs projects like The Mummy that let her have some fun; not 
much fun to be had here), and there's a little Russian kid who goes 
back and forth between the two rival snipers; his fate brings the 
plot to a wholly movie-ish face-off between the furious Vassili 
and the weary Konig. I will say, though, that the scene gives Ed 
Harris a juicy opportunity to underplay resignation in the face of 
death. (If you think that's a spoiler, you really need to see more 
movies.) Enemy at the Gates is worth seeing just for Harris' 
expression when he realizes that his only equal in the war is about 
to rearrange the equation. The rest of it is flatulent hero-worship 
of a man played by a tired-looking actor who deserves funkier 
roles. Twenty years ago, a young, hungry Ed Harris might' ve 
played Vassili, and his intensity would' ve burned small holes in 
our foreheads; today he gets Konig, and we have to settle for what 
he does with that.

The following bylaw changes which were accepted at the Annual 
Town Meeting which convened on November 13, 2000, have been 
approved by the Office of the Attorney General, and are published 
herewith in accordance with current regulations. Claims of invalidity 
of any of the amendments to the bylaw by reason of any defect in the 
procedure of adoption or replacement may only be made within 
ninety days of the second publication (March 29, 2001) or June 27, 
2001. 

Copies of the bylaw may be examined in the Office of the Town Clerk, 
Town House, 2 Spring Street, Marion, Massachusetts, or they may be 
purchased from the Town Clerk for 
$ 20.00. 

Article SI: 
ArticleX 

Amend the Zoning By-laws by taking the following actions regarding 
Section 11, Definitions: 

(1) Deleting in its entirety the definition for Restaurant and substitute 
the following new definition, Restaurant: A building or portion 
thereof, containing tables and/ or booths for at least two-thirds (2/ 3) 
of its legal capacity, which is designed, intended and used for the 
indoor sales and consumption of food prepared on the premises, 
except that food may be consumed outdoors in areas designed for 
dining purposes, which are adjuncts to the main indoor restaurant 
facility. The term "restaurant" shall not include "fast food restau- 
rants" or "drive-in restaurants." 

(2) Deleting in its entirety the definition "Restaurant, Fast-food" and 
substitute the following new definition: "Restaurant, Fast-food:" An 
establishment whose principal business is the sale of pre-prepared or 
rapidly prepared food directly to the customer in a ready-to-consume 
state for consumption on or off premises, with food ordering at a 
counter, rather than a table. 

(3) Add a new definition as follows: "Restaurant, Drive-in: A 
restaurant or fast food restaurant with a window designed to serve 
people in motor vehicles." 

(4) Rename "Outdoor Restaurant" as "Restaurant, Outdoor" and 
appropriately alphabetize. 

Article S2 : 

Amend the Zoning By-law Section 4.2, Principal Uses (chart), 
Commercial Uses as follows: 

1. "Restaurant - Indoor (for food and drink). Delete "Indoor (for food 
and drink)". 

2. Add "Restaurant, Drive-in" after the existing entry, "Restaurant- 
Fast Food" and insert "N's" under each column heading. 

Article S 3 : 

Amend the Zoning By-law Section 5.1 by inserting the following 
subparagraph after the paragraph which begins with, "Each lot shall 
have a width of not less than ...." 

"The thinnest cross section of a lot must be greater than seventy 
feet(70ft) as determined from the length of a line segment running 
parallel to the front lot line. Rear lot access is exempt from this 
requirement." 
Articles 4 : 

Amend the Zoning By-law Section 8 Special Provisions. Flood Hazard 
District, by deleting 8.1.4 and adding a new Section 8.1.4 as follows: 

8.1.4 The intent of this by-law is to prevent unnecessary loss of 
life or injury to waterfront residents, to reduce the need for rescue 
efforts and to prevent destruction of property by ocean water, waves 
and debris landward by high-wind storms. For the purpose of this 
by-law the Velocity Zone in Marion is the area defined as a Velocity 
Zone by the Federal Emergency Management Agency and delineated 
on the Flood Insurance Rate Map for the Town of Marion, MA revised 
February 17, 1988. 
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A. There shall be no new residential construction of any sort on lots 
completely within the Marion Velocity Zone. The only exceptions are: 

a. Seawalls, piers, groins, wharves, wiers and similar structures are 
not prohibited by this section. 

b. Lots created before the enactment of this by-law whose areas lie 
completely within the Velocity Zone may be built upon, providing 
the structure (s) is located as far landward of mean high water as 
possible. 

B. In the case of lots created before the date of enactment of this by- 
law and with areas both in the Velocity Zone and outside the Velocity 
Zone all structures built after the enactment of this by-law shall be 
located in the area outside the Velocity Zone. If this area is not 
sufficient to allow for the required zoning setbacks, the applicant may 
apply for a variance to allow lesser setbacks. 

The only exceptions are: Seawalls, piers groins, wharves, wiers and 
similar structures. 

C. Every buildable lot created after the enactment of this by-law shall 
have an adequate building area, plus the required setbacks outside 
the Velocity Zone and all structures shall be placed within this area. 
The only exceptions are: Seawalls, piers groins, wharves, wiers and 
similar structures. 

D. The landward line of the Velocity Zone must be located on the 
official lot plan by a licensed surveyor and registered with the plan at 
the Massachusetts Registry of Deeds. 

Articles 5 : 

Amend the Zoning By-law by amending Section 9.10, Site Plan 
Review Procedures and Decision, Item 3, subparagraph 5, from "The 
approval of a site plan application, or modification or amendment 
thereof, shall remain effective for a period of one year only from the 
date of such approval" To "The approval of a site plan application, 
or modification or amendment thereof, shall remain effective for a 
period of two years commencing on the filing date of the 
decision(either directly or by inaction)with the Town Clerk unless 
prior to the expiration of such two-year period, ...". 

Article S 7 : 

Amend the Zoning By-law Section 7.4 Uses Authorized by Special 
Permit /Dwelling, Conversion of a one-family (or an accessory 
building) to contain two dwelling units on one lot by deleting in their 
entirety paragraphs 2 and 3 and adding a new Section 8.6, Accessory 
Apartments as follows: 

8.6 Accessory Apartments 

Purpose 

The purpose of accessory apartments is to provide small additional 
dwelling units to rent without adding to the number of buildings in 
the Town, or to substantially alter the appearance of the Town. An 
accessory apartment is intended to provide alternative housing for 
elderly or handicapped residents by providing financial support for 
the owner/ occupant, particularly those sixty years of age and older, 
or are handicapped and who wish to retain housing independence, 
assist in the provision of affordable housing opportunities for families 
and individuals of all ages or to enable elderly owners of single- 
family dwellings to share space and the burdens of home ownership. 
It is not the intent of this section to permit or encourage new 
dwellings and/ or accessory structures to be used for apartments or to 
be used for bed and breakfast facilities. 

Procedure 

Accessory apartments may be allowed by granting of a Special 
Permit by the Board of Appeals. The Special Permit shall lapse every

three years. The Special Permit process shall be in accordance with 
procedures set forth in Section 7, Uses by Special Permit, "Dwelling, 
Conversion of a one-family (or an accessory building) to contain two 
dwelling units on one lot." In addition to those procedures, the 
following additional criteria must be met: 

Conditions 

a. A plot plan, prepared by a Registered Land Surveyor, must be 
submitted which shows the following: the existing dwelling unit and 
proposed accessory apartment, location of any septic system and 
required parking. A mortgage inspection survey, properly adapted by 
a surveyor, shall be sufficient to meet this requirement; 

b. Any special permit shall be subject to review and approval by the 
Board of Health as to sanitary wastewater disposal in full conform- 
ance with the provisions of 310 CMR 15.00 (Title V of the State 
Environmental Code). The Board of Health shall also approve 
sufficient water supply and drainage resulting from the proposed 
accessory apartment. The drainage resulting from the proposed 
accessory apartment must be adequate for the proposed accessory 
apartment. Runoff calculations are required if the building footprint or 
roof area is altered or enlarged;approve sufaccessory apartment; 

c. Certification by affidavit shall be provided that one of the two 
dwelling units shall be occupied by the owner of the property, except 
for bona fide temporary absence; 

d. Not more than one accessory apartment may be established on a lot. 
The accessory apartment shall not exceed 850 square feet in floor 
space, must be smaller than the area of the main part of the dwelling 
and shall be located in the principal residential structure on the 
premises or in an accessory building; 

e. The external appearance of the structure in which the accessory 
apartment is to be located shall not be significantly altered from the 
appearance of a single-family structure, in accordance with the 
following: 

1. Any accessory apartment construction shall not create more than a 
15% increase in the gross floor space of the structure existing as of 
November 13, 2000. 

2. Any stairways or access and egress alterations serving the accessory 
apartment shall be enclosed, screened, or located so that visibility 
from public ways is minimized. 

3. Sufficient and appropriate space for at least one (1) additional 
parking space shall be constructed of materials consistent with the 
existing driveway and shall have vehicular access to the driveway. 

4. The design and size of the apartment conforms to all applicable 
standards in the health, building and other codes. 

f . Due consideration has been given to community needs, the density 
of development in the neighborhood, public safety and the adequacy 
of Town services. 

g. Special Permit will lapse upon transfer of ownership of the 
property. 

h. The building permit for the one-family dwelling must have been 
issued at least ten years prior to the special permit application date. 

Conditions for Issuance and Renewal of Special Permits 
The initial term and subsequent terms of a Special Permit for an 
accessory apartment shall expire after three years. Upon expiration of 
the term of a special permit granted under this section, the special 
permit shall be extended for an additional term upon submission by 


the permit holder of an affidavit stating: (1) that the accessory 
apartment has not been extended, enlarged, or altered to increase its 
original dimensions, as defined in the initial special in the initial 
special permit application; (2) that the principal residence remains 
owner occupied; and (3) that the resident of the accessory apartment 
is still an elderly relative, or (4) or in the case of a homeowner over 
the age of sixty is handicapped, or is a family or individual from all 
age groups in need of affordable housing opportunities, that there is 
still a demonstrated financial need to maintain the accessory 
apartment. All provisions stated in the purpose must be met. 

Decision. 

The Board of Appeals may issue a Special Permit for an accessory 
apartment upon a finding that the construction and occupancy of the 
apartment will not be detrimental to the neighborhood in which the 
lot is located and after consideration of the factors specified in this 
section.
